Class at Harbor

An urgent appeal for men and 
women to serve as government 
inspectors in Los Angeles area 
defense plants was made today 
by Colonel W. S. Broberg. chief 
of the Los Angeles Ordnance Dis­ 
trict.

The jobs available involve in­ 
spection of component parts or 
simple assemblies and also dim­ 
ensional and packaging inspection. 
They pay $2950.00 a year.

Six months' experience In the 
manufacture, assembly, repair or 
inspection of mechanical items is 
required to qualify.

"All of these jobs involve high­ 
ly critical Ordnance items that 
are urgently needed by the Army," 
Colonel Broberg said. "In the in­ 
terest of the defense production 
program it is imperative that 
these Jobs be filled immediately."
